MAN W AS ARRESTED 


FORGERY CHARGE 


James Williams Taken into Cus­ 


tody this Morning bv United 


States Marshal. 


CASHED WRONG MONEY ORDER. 


Alleged He Got a Letter of Man 


by Same Name With Order 


Enclosed. 


BICKMAN TO MEET RICHARDS. 


James Williams. well known in 
this city, who for some time has 
been employed by William Skinner 
driving a dray team, was arrested 
this 
morning 
bv Deputy United 
States Marshal Sheehan, 
charged 
with forgery, and he was taken to 
Little Falls this afternoon to have a 
hearing before the United States 
commissioner. 
The particular crime w hich Wil­ 
liams is alleged to have committed 
was forging his name to a #lo post­ 
office money order belonging to an­ 
other James Williams, who has been 
a patient at the Northern Pacific 
Sanitarium for several months. 
It 
is alleged that the James Williams 
arrested got a letter belonging to tho 
other gentleman which contained I 
the money order. 
This was some 
time in the month of February. 
After the letter was opened Williams 
took the order to the postoffice to be 
cashed and upon identification, As­ 
sistant 
Postmaster Grewcox paid 
over the money. 
As time wore on the James Wil­ 
liams at the Sanitarium natural y be­ 
came aware that a letter addressed 
to him containing a money order had 
been lost and commenced an inquiry. 
This resulted in tracing the matter 
down to the James Williams arrested 
this morning. 
A short time ago two postoffice in­ 
spectors came to the city and inves­ 
tigated the m atter. 
Williams was 
called in to explain and at the time 
virtually admitted having received 
the letter and cashing the money 
order. 
He immediately went out 
and got the SIO, paid it over to the 
authorities aud for the time being 
the m atter was dropped, Williams 
thinking that this was as far as it 
would go. 
He was therefore somewhat sur­ 
prised when the United States official 
placed him under arrest this morn­ 
ing and said that he understood the 
inspectors to say that when he paid 
them the $10 that he would not be 
punished. 
Deputy 
United States Marshal 
Sheehan left with the prisoner for 
Little Falla this afternoon where a 
hearing in the matter will be had. 
They were accompanied by Assistant 
Postmaster Grewcox, who will ap 
peat as a witness for the govern­ 
ment. 
James Williams is more or less 
well known in this city, especially so 
since last winter when his very gro 
tesque marriage to Alvina Kronke 
occurred, 
i t will be rememberer 
that this Kronke girl had a great 
time getting a husband and there 
were very many funny things in con 
nection with her case. 
One after 
noon some boys began to joke about 
the m atter and Drayman Bolton is 
said to have told Williams that he 
would pay the expense if he would go 
and marry the girl. 
Williams called 
the bluff and they were married that 
very night.
